Our agency has worked very hard to educate our community about the housing needs for
the low-income people in our 4 county service area. Some ways we have accomplished
this are; attending and speaking at landlord association meetings, speaking at community
functions, and working closely with our current and potential landlords so that they
understand the program guidelines. | have met with many contractorsin our areawho are
seeking information about the housing needs in our area. Some of those contractors have
went on to either rehabilitate units, or build new units for clients of Section 8 Housing.
These efforts have increased the accessibility of decent safe and sanitary housing for low-
income families in our service area.

2) To assure equal opportunity in housing for all eligible households;

We continue to work towardsthis goal. Thereis still acertain stigma associated with
people receiving Section 8 Rental Assistance. We work hard educating the community
with demographic statistics regarding the people we serve to help erase this stigma. We
also provide our clients with Fair Housing information so that if they feel they are being
discriminated against, they have information on what steps they need to take to resolve
theissue. The majority of our clients are given equal opportunities, but our agency will
continue to strive for 100% success in this area.

3) To encourage self-sufficiency of participant families.

Thisgoal continuesto be a difficult challenge. 50% of our families currently on the
program are disabled and/or elderly. These families have fixed incomes and because of
their age or disability will most likely be unable to become self-sufficient. Every housing
applicant is processed through our area community service office. Coordinators perform
extensive intake and assessment of each household situation and provide services such as
“Life Skills Classes’, “Family Support”, and “Case Management”, all which help to aid
in afamily’s efforts to become self-sustaining. Through these efforts, we do see a small
percentage of our clients able to become self-sustaining.

4) To assist the local community by increasing the occupancy rate and revenue in the
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economy.

Over the past 5 years we have focused on increasing our lease-up rate. We have been
successful as we have received a 95% or higher on our SEMAP for the past 3 years. By
serving more peoplein our communities, this allows us to increase revenue in our local
economy.
